Loudon, Aug. 23.—The Japanese embassy an¬ 
nounced to-day that the Emperor of Japan has this day 
issued an imperial rescript declaring war upon a|mmany. 
The emperor also gave out the tort of the J^neso 
rescript. 

The imperial rescript declaring war upon Germany 
was issued this evening. It officially Inaugurates hostiU- 
ties in. the far east as a result of Germany’s failure to 
reply to the Japanese ultimatum.

Wauhlngton. Aug. 2J.—(7.30 a. m.f— 
The Japunedc enibassy here announced 
that a state of war has existed between 
Japan and Germany since noon to-day 
(Japanese time), and that a declaration 
of war was Issued at 6 p. m. 

Japan's declaration of war upon Oer- 
many, made public at the Japanese em- 
bas.Hv here to-day, is as follows: “The 
Imperial rescript. Issued at Toklo, Au¬ 
gust 23. B p. m.: 

“We by the grace of Heaven. Km- 
l-eror of Japnp. sett^tcd on the throne 
oooupied by the surne dynasty rrj)in 
time Immemorial, do hereby make the 
following proclamation to all our loyal 
and brave subjects: 

“We hereby declare war against Ger¬ 
many. and we cojnniand-our army an<l 
navy to carry on hostllltlea against that 
empire with all their strength, and wc 
also command all our competent au- 


pied by the department of foreign affairs and the admin¬ 
istration of the navy. This evening there were lantern 
proce«ssions through the streets. The popular manifesta¬ 
tions, however, did not aj^roach the enhusiasm which 
preceded the war with Russia, 

Diet Convoked in Special Session. 

Count von Rex, the German ambassador in Tokio, has 
been handed his passports. He will probably leave there 
for America, either on the Minnesota, sailing Aug^ust 27, 
or the Manchuria, which departs on the 29th. George w! 
Guthrie, the ^erican ambassador, will represent Ger¬ 
many. The diet has been convoked in special session for 
September 3. The Austrian cruiser Kalserin Elisabeth, 
which latterly was at Tsing Tau, the seaport of Kiau 
Chau, is reported to have sailed. She, perhaps, will go to 
a neutral portend disarm. It is believed this action will 
keep Austria-^out of the war in the Orient, although vm- 
foreseen circumstances may force Japan to change her 
policy in this regard.

Cardinal O'Conneli is believed to be 
the one member of the sacred college 
who can command the financial re¬ 
sources that the Vatican needs so des¬ 
perately. Furthermore, he has been 
rector of the American church In Rome 
and Is personally popular among the 
Italian cardinals.

"The retaining of Kiau Chau," he 
said, ‘'would mean the danger of a rev¬ 
olution In C'hina and incurring the ill- 
will of America.

The heads of tho 
war office profess to believe they would 
likewise prove imitotent over Great 
Britain even If they were able to over¬ 
come the peculiar air currents of ths 
Channel.
